137th  ANNUAL  REPORT  TO  THE  GOVERNORS  AND 

SUBSCRIBERS. 

We  entered  on  the  year  1940  apprehensive  of  its  financial 
problems,  yet  confident  in  the  sure  support  of  our  many 
friends.  That  confidence  was  well  founded,  as  now  at  the 
close  of  the  year,  we  can  report  that  in  spite  of  rising  prices 
and  war-time  demands,  our  income  has  balanced  our  expendi¬ 
ture.  That  fact  alone  indicates  the  appreciation  and  generosity 
of  our  hundreds  of  well-wishers. 

Work  done  during  the  year  was  as  follows  : — 

Patients.  36  patients  were  in  Hospital  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  and  815  have  been  admitted.  Of  these 
851  patients,  766  were  cured  or  relieved,  5 
transferred,  and  47  died,  leaving  33  in  Hospital 
on  Dec.  31st.  151  patients  were  admitted  to  the 

Maternity  Ward,  £nd  153  births  recorded.  173 
children  have  passed  through  the  Children’s 
Ward. 

Operations.  Major  operations  numbered  457,  while  minor 
operations  and  small  services  rendered  to  out¬ 
patients  numbered  1,075.  1,050  dressings  were 

also  done  for  out-patients. 

Electrical  441  X-Ray  examinations  have  been  made.  In  the 
Department  Treatment  Room  1,449  electrical  and  massage 
treatments  have  been  given. 

Ophthalmic  177  consultations  were  held  and  12  ophthalmic 
Department  operations  performed. 

Dispensary .  96  patients  attended  at  the  Dispensary,  the  net 
cost  per  patient  being  9/3.

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Donations  this  year  have  been  most  generous 
Dances,  concerts,  and  other  efforts  too  numerous 
to  mention  separately  have  been  organised  by 
friends  throughout  the  year,  and  we  are  more 
grateful  than  we  can  express  for  these  spontan¬ 
eous  efforts.  A  perusal  of  the  Donation  Inst  w  ill 
give  some  idea  of  the  diversity  of  these  gifts, 
and  to  all  the  organisers  we  would  give  our 
warm  thanks.  The  officials  cf  the  Hospital 
Horticultural  Society  refused  to  remain  passive 
under  the  inevitable  cancellation  of  the  Annual 
Show,  and  accordingly  appealed  to  their  Vice- 
presidents  for  their  subscriptions.  The  result  of 
their  appeal  was  most  gratifying,  and  they  handed 
to  the  Hospital  the  splendid  sum  of  £49. 

The  Louth  Club,  fully  realising  that  local 
charities  must  not  be  allowed  to  suffer  in  the 
midst  of  the  many  wartime  appeals,  handed 
over  to  the  Treasurer  the  magnificent  sum  of 
£276  9s.  Od.  subscribed  amongst  its  members. 
We  cannot  adequately  express  our  gratitude  for 
this  gesture —  it  is  so  indicative  of  appreciation 
of  the  work  done  by  our  Hospital,  and  encourage¬ 
ment  to  those  responsible  for  its  administration. 

The  Louth  Butchers’  Association,  too,  came 
forward  with  the  handsome  gift  of  £50,  and  from 
the  Louth  United  Charities  we  have  received  £60. 
For  these  gifts,  too,  we  would  express  our  cordial 
thanks.  The  sum  of  £69  9s.  8d.  has  come  this 
year  from  the  Grateful  Patients  League. 

Our  chairman,  too,  launched  a  2,000  shilling  fund 
early  in  the  year,  primarily  to  help  wipe  out  the 
deficiency  of  1939.  The  £100  which  he  achieved 
was,  however,  absorbed  into  our  income  for  the 
past  year,  and  has  proved  of  great  service.  We 
congratulate  him  on  the  success  of  his  energetic 
effort. 

Contributory  Associations.  Early  in  the  year  it  was  realised 
that,  in  view  of  the  rising  costs  of  all  commodities, 
the  income  from  the  Contributory  Associations 
must  be  increased,  and  accordingly  from  July  1st, 
the  weekly  contribution  became  l|d.  instead  of 
Id.  The  weekly  increase  of  -§d.  per  person  has 
meant  little  difference  to  the  individual  members, 


{ 
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but  a  great  deal  to  our  funds.  The  Louth 
Association’s  contribution  for  the  year  has  risen 
by  £140,  and  will,  of  course,  show  a  larger 
increase  next  year.  We  congratulate  them  on 
their  total  of  £680  and  thank  them  for  the 
untiring  work  done  by  the  collectors  and  officials. 

The  Hospital  Aid  Association  has  realised  the 
sum  of  £1,699  8s.  2d.  a  little  more  than  last  year. 
The  increased  contributory  payments  have  made 
up  for  the  decreased  amount  derived  from  village 
special  efforts,  necessarily  curtailed  on  account  of 
wartime  conditions.  Mayoress’  Pound  Day,  again 
organised  by  Mrs  Lill,  showed  an  increase  on 
last  year.  £116  7s.  4d.  came  in  cash,  and 
£74  12s.  Id.  in  goods — such  was  the  generosity  of 
the  hundreds  of  donors  from  town  and  country. 

Linen  League.  Once  again  the  Linen  League  has  provided  all 
the  bed-and  household-linen  required  during  the 
year,  and  moreover,  has  kept  our  supply  of 
emergency  stores  well  up-to-date.  This  band  of 
ladies  deserves  and  receives  from  the  Hospital 
Board  very  deep  appreciation  for  its  most 
practical  help.

It  will  be  noted  that  in  spite  of  rising  prices, 
expenditure  has  been  considerably  lessened. 
Every  item  has  been  closely  scrutinised  with  a 
view  to  economy,  and  we  are  grateful  to  the 
Matron  for  her  valuable  co-operation.  Despite 
this,  however,  our  cost  per  patient  per  week  has 
risen  to  £3  10s.  5|d.  as  against  £3  0s  4d.  last  year. 
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In  the  Spring,  an  Esse  Cooker  was  installed  in 
the  kitchen,  partly  to  save  labour,  and  partly  to 
decrease  the  expenditure  on  fuel.  It  was  paid  for 
from  the  balance  of  the  Bazaar  account,  and  is 
proving  a  wise  piece  of  expenditure.  Later  in 
the  year  the  Board  felt  the  necessity  for  more 
safeguards  for  patients  and  staff  in  the  event  of 
air-raids.  After  consultation  with  a  Ministry  of 
Health  official,  blast-walls  were  built  to  protect 
the  most  vital  points  in  the  Hospital,  and  sundry 
fire-fighting  precautions  were  taken.  Part  of 
this  expenditure  will  be  refunded  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 

Hon.  Medical  Staff  Once  again  we  thank  the  Hon.  Medical 
Staff  for  their  services  to  our  patients.  Nearly 
all  have  additional  wartime  duties,  but  these 
have  not  lessened  their  devotion  to  their 
Hospital  work. 

Inside  The  year  has  brought  many  problems  to  the 
Matron  and  her  staff,  but  all  have  been  dealt  with 
promptly  and  efficiently,  and  the  many  apprec¬ 
iative  messages  of  thanks  from  patients  testify  to 
the  kindliness  and  courtesy  received  by  all  who 
come  to  the  Hospital  for  assistance. 

Greatly  encouraged  by  the  generosity  shown  by 
our  supporters  in  1940,  we  have  now  entered 
upon  1941,  quite  confident  that  whatever  difficult¬ 
ies  and  emergencies  may  arise,  we  shall  be  able 
to  cope  with  them,  and  to  give  all  needed  help 
and  relief  to  the  many  who  will  come  to  our 
doors  in  the  year  now  begun.

16th  Annual  Report. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  state,  at  the  outset  of  this  Report, 
that,  though  throughout  the  year  we  have  been  overshadowed 
by  the  War,  the  income  of  the  Hospital  Aid  Association  has 
reached  the  splendid  total  of  £1699  8s.  2d.  Rising  prices  of  all 
Hospital  requisites  forced  the  Board  to  the  decision  that 
Contributory  payments  must  be  augmented  to  lfd.  per  week 
from  1  st  J ulv  last,  and  the  response  has  been  most  satisfactory, 
since  only  a  very  few  of  the  members  discontinued  their 
membership  on  account  of  the  slightly  increased  contribution. 
Next  year’s  income  will  show  the  full  effect  of  the  increase. 

Special  efforts,  have,  of  necessity,  suffered  badly. 
Occupation  of  village  halls  by  troops,  and  the  general  black¬ 
out  conditions,  have  made  entertainments  well-nighimpossible, 
so  that  those  secretaries  who,  despite  these  handicaps,  have 
been  able  to  organise  such  efforts,  are  to  be  congratulated. 
£78  5s.  7d.  is  the  amount  resulting  from  all  these  efforts,  and, 
of  these,  the  record  sum  of  £20  was  raised  by  Mrs.  Harris,  of 
Keddington,  at  her  annual  Garden  Fete. 

Pound  Day,  this  year,  resulted  in  the  splendid  total  of 
£74  11s.  lid.  in  goods  and  £116  7s.  4d.  in  cash,  and  Mrs.  Lill, 
in  her  second  year  as  Mayoress,  was  again  delighted  at  the 
generous  response  to  her  appeal. 
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The  year  has  brought  changes  among  our  collectors,- 
Miss  Mountain  had  to  give  up  the  collecting  at  Brinkhill  and 
South  Ormsby  and  has  been  replaced  by  Miss  Smalley  and 
Miss  Crow  ;  Mrs.  Rysdale  now  collects  at  Fulstow  in  place  of 
Mr.  Hyde  ;  our  collector  at  Manby  is  now  Mrs.  Richardson  ; 
Miss  Johnston,  who  had  undertaken  South  Somercotes,  left 
the  district,  and  Mrs.  Dudley  has  taken  over  the  work  ;  we 
regret  the  loss  of  our  Maltby  collector,  Mrs.  White,  and  are 
grateful  to  Miss  White  for  carrying  on  the  work. 


Members  of  the  Association  have  received  the  following 
services  at  the  Hospital  during  the  year: — 171  in-patients 
occupied  beds  for  3,311  days,  while  158  others  attended  as 
out-patients.
